Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1941  on  the  Public  Health  of  Ponarth. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  a slight  increase  in  the 
Birth  Rate  over  the  average  for  the  last  10  years  while  It  is 
pleasing  to  observe  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has 
diminished  as  compared  with  the  average  during  the  same  period* 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rato  is 
probably  the  best  criterion  of  the  general  sanitary  condition 
of  the  area.  The  Death  Rate  at  all  ages  shows  however,  a slight 
increase. 


Table  Vll  in  the  body  of  the  report  indicating 
various  notifiable  diseases  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  during 
1941  does  not  reflect  the  true  incidence  of  these  diseases  as 
most  of  them  were  notified  from  the  Llandough  Hospital,  a rate 
aided  hospital,  which  admits  patients  from  other  districts. 
Actually,  Ponarth  has  been  particularly  free  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  year  under  review,  especially  diphtheria. 

The  diminution  of  diphtheria  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  a larger  number  of  children  have  been  immunised  than 
ever  before.  The  following  figures  indicate  the  extent  of  the 
work  done. 

School  Population  = 2118:  Children  immunised  at  School  a 1549 

Estimated  Population  of  children  under  5 years  = 1000 
Children  immunised  between  1-5  years  s 193, 

In  analysing  these  figures  it  should  be  realised  that 
immunisation  is  not  carried  out  before  a child  is  one  year  of 
age  as  most  children  have  a natural  immunity  to  the  disease 
during  the  first  year  of  their  lives.  The  material  used  for 
carrying  out  this  Prophylactic  Treatment  is  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  which  is  injected  on  two  occasions  at  an 
interval  of  four  weeks.  The  reactions  which  have  occurred  have 
been  singularly  slight  and  could  be  regarded  as  negligible. 

The  material  is  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  free  of  charge. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  support  and  my 
colleagues  for  their  loyal  co-operation.  In  particular  I 
should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs~  Cowen,  Health 
Visitor,  for  her  assistance  in  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
Campaign.
